request with the Soviet registrar of 
vital statistics.

peror if he wanted to change his name. 
Under a recent amendment to ex­ 
isting Soviet law even children are 
permitted to adopt other names. Con­ 
sent of their parents is the jnly re­ 
quirement. 
It is a common thing for 
several children of the same parents 
to bear different names. 
On account of the gigantic political 
and social upheaval in Russia, the os­ 
tracism of those identified with the 
eld Czarist regime, and the desire of 
former political prisoners to disguise 
their past, applications for change of 
name are much more freauent in Rus­ 
sia than in any other country.

of 
Chichen Itza, civil and religious center 
of the Maya, an aboriginal civiliza­ 
tion that extended through Yucatan 
and Guatemala, and the unearthing 
of another court where the god of 
chance reigned, has just been report­ 
ed by the staff' of the Carnegie Insti­ 
tution of Washington, engaged in ex­ 
cavating ruins in that region. 
• Tlachtli was the name they called 
the came akin to modern basketball 
and which they played in the century 
before Christ. 
Dr. Sylvania G. Morley, Associated 
in Middle American Archaeology, with 
Dr. Earl H. Morris is engaged in the 
institution’s program for excavation 
of the ancient Maya metropolis. 
The Tlachtli court was composed of 
two high parallel walls, from 50 to 
IOO feet apart. A stone ring, parallel 
to the wall and at right angles to the 
floor, jutted out, near the top of either 
wall. 
Through this ring the contend­ 
ing sportsmen sought to put a rubber 
hall by bouncing it from either wrist, 
elbow or hip. 
In the heart of the sport, the ancient 
gam blers were wont to wager their 
The rf y, accepting slavedom 
if they 
lost, says Dr. Moi ley’s account. 
The 
ownership of vast estates hung on the 
outcome of the games. 
Quills filled 
with gold dust or trinkets of intrinsic 
value were the more common bets. 
The ancient throne, recently brought 
to light, is likewise described by Dr. 
Morley’* account. 
It is thirteen feet 
wide, seven feet deep and three feet 
high,

sculptured, he says. 
"Its sloping (.ales are carved with 
a procession of gorgeously costumed 
warriors, weaving in and out among

Scenic Part Unknown 
The less scenic part 
of Carlsbad 
Cavern has been known for many 
years as a bat cave. 
Recently ex­ 
plorers traversed several miles of its 
halls and chambers, and some parts 
of it were found to have such star­ 
tling 
magnificence 
that 
President 
Coolidge by proclamation set it aside 
as the Carlsbad National Monument. 
This eave is among the largest in 
the world and presents many marvels. 
From prehistoric times it seems the 
bats have made 
their 
homes 
here 
amid 
the 
striking 
underground 
scenery. 
For several 
years 
large 
quantities of quano have been ship­ 
ped from the eave. 
At dusk the bats begin to leave the . 
cave for their night of foraging. For 
about three hours the winged stream 
resembles

they return, each folding its wings 
when in midair above the opening of 
the cave and dropping down into the | 
shaft like a plummet.
